T h e y said the report, expected to 
be published in a few days, shows 
that scientists failed to establish 
the exact cause of the Cutter inci­ 
dent despite rn arty four months of 
exhaustive investigation

ment suggests the trouble proba 
ably stemmed 
from shortcomings 
iii the government’s original safety 
standards rather than from negli­ 
gence 
or failure on the 
part of 
( utter. 
Nearly 70 persons who received 
Cutter shots were struck down by

inoculation 
program. 
The 
outbreak 
touched 
off a 
national 
scar*- and led to sweeping changes 
in federal safety standards.

No action to suspend or re­ 
voke Cutter’s license to make Sulk 
shots is recommended. 
4. No evidence was found to sup­ 
port the theory, which had been 
advanced as a possibility, that the 
suspect Cutter lots accidentally be­

Carpenter, .* hurly 26-year-old, 
broke down a few hours after a 
police barrage of machine gun bul­ 
let' and tear gas Hushed hun from 
a bullet-riddled West Side apart­ 
ment 
He had been tricked by Leonard 
Powell, whose home he had turned 
into a hideout to escape a city­ 
wide manhunt. Powell 'lipped out 
of his apartment on a pretext and 
rushed to a telephone to alert po 
lice that the killer was holding 
him hostage with his wife and two 
children 
Carpenter Breaks Down 


Carpenter fell on his knees "and 
begged like a baby not to be shot” 
when he was captured. At first he 
denied 
the shooting, but broke 
down under hours of police grill­ 
ing. 
Assistant State’s Attorney Frank 
W’ehlan said early today that Car­ 
penter confessed killing Detective 
William Murphy, 34. un a subway 
station platform Monday night. He 
also admitted critically wounding 
rookie policeman Clarence Kerr, 
26. in a gun duel at a movie thea­ 
ter Wednesday night 
Carpenter claimed that rn both 
cases he broke away from the ar­ 
resting officers and they fired first. 
Murphy was seeking Carpenter for 
a string of tavern robberies and 
Kerr later spotted the killer in 
one of the many theaters' where he 
slept to elude the police 
Victor in Gun Duels 
Carpenter was a victor in both 
his gun duels with police, but Kerr 
winged him in the battle at the 
Biltmore Theater 
Moments later, 
gun in hand and limping from a 
leg wound, he forced his way into 
the Powell home at 2040 Potomac 
Av e 
"You know who I am," Carpen­ 
ter said 
I killed that police offi­ 
cer Monday night and I killed an­ 
other one tonight 
Ell kill anyone 
who tries to get me ” 
For the next 24 hours, the wound­ 


ed gunman sat in the Powell home. 
holding his revolver most of the 
time 
His refuge lasted until Pow­ 


ell. plotting desperately to save 
hi' family, outwitted him Thurs­ 
day night. 
Carpenter Trusts Powell 
Powell, a 35 year-old truck driv 
cr. persuaded Carpenter to let his 
wife take their children, Bobby, 7,

Then. talking fast and convinc­ 
ingly, Powell said he always visit­ 
ed hi' grandfather down the street 
Carpenter trusted Powell and let 
him go. Minutes later. Powell was 
at a telephone with the words “ A 
woman and two children are be 
mg held at bay *t 2040 Potomac.” 
Thirty squads of policemen an 
swered the call within minutes.

WASHINGTON — It was exact

the Iron Curtain 
In the party were Gov. Harold 
Stasscn, C. D. Jackson, later psy­

S. information 
agency — 
and this correspondent We parked 
in a wheat field just under the lee 
of the hilN that border Czechoslo­ 
vakia, and began stuffing leaflets 
into balloons, filling the balloons 
with gas and letting them float 
up 
until 
the 
prevailing 
winds 
caught them and carried them at 
a rate of 30 miles an hour into 
Czechoslovakia. 
It was about one A. M. and driz­ 
zling when we launched the first 
balloon. 
It drizzled most of the 
night—a rain that penetrated ev­ 
erything. soaked to the skin.

Dawn came. 
Some 2.000 balloons
